ponds; the bass to be dclivcre< 
next spring will complete the stocl< 
ing.

Properly stocked and manage 


ponds will produce over two hun 
dred pounds of edible fish per acre 
according to John Keck, local So 


managc- 
kccping 


the pond free oC weeds and brush, 
regular and heavy fishing. After 
the fish gel largo enough to eat, 
it is nearly impossible to over- 
fish the pond1 with hook and line. 
>A common fault in pond manage; 
mcnt is in not fishing the pond 
heavy enough. This practice over 
a period of years will result in 
stagnation, in that there will be 
several large fish that will be hard 
to catch and extremely small ones 
with very tew in between sizes. 
Another common 
fault 
in 
pond 


management is improper stocking. 
A great deal of time and money 
has been spent by State and Nation- 
al wildlife personnel in finding out 
the proper stocking rates of dif- 
.fercnt bodies of water. It has been 
found that when using bass and 
bream the ratio should be about 
one hundred bass to one thousand 
bream per surface acre of water. 
Rough fish should' 
be 
excluded 


from ponds. Fertilizing should start 
in early spring 
when the water 


starts to warm up. A complete fer- 
tilizer should be used at the rate of 
100 Ibs. per surface acre, applied 
at three to four week intervals 
throughout the warm season.
